Superstition, of a harmless kind 
that has no terrors, is pleasantly 
rife on Sark. Not long ago La 
Dame’s daughter suffered from 
warts. La~ Dame,” urged’ by the ‘ts: 
landers, went to-the Wise Man of: 
Sark, He promised to charm -them 
away—and ‘they went. “And ke 
would take no fee at ail,” La Danie 
told me, 

There was a cow which often fell 
sick. It .had swollen hocks, it 
nearly choked to death it went sud- 
denly iame . . . all a mystery. 
‘One morning La Dame walked into 
her cowshed' and found white wool 
wound about the cow's leg. and the 
cow chewing an  unembarrassed 
cud. The cowman explained. He 
had called in a witch. While the 
wool remained the. cow would be 
well. - La Dame left it so. . The 
cow is still well, 
Army. of 40. 

They do not scoff at these’ ‘things |

Is there not in that 
house a White Lady in high-heel- 
ed shoes who goes tap-tapping 
down. the stafrs when one of the 
femily is about to die?

Or Raw Foods 
For Vitamins 


“Colour Important In 
“Vegetables; Yellow 
- Ones Valuable Also. 


‘ Too often we “make little distinc- 
tion between the terms green, raw 
and fresh as applied to vegetables. 
However, green as a colour is 
worthy of consideration. 

Vitamin A, that substance so very 
important for growth as well as the 
maintenance of health, is found in 
the green parts of vegetables. This 
same ‘green colour bespeaks the pre- 
sence of iron so valuable for mak- 
ing good red corpuscles 
blood. : 

No matter what the source of 
jron may be—egg yolk, liver beef 
steak or a medicinal “tonic’*—green 
vegetables should be included in the 
dietary because their verdure. pro- 
claim a quality which enables the 
body to use the supply of iron to 
the best advantage. 4 

Hunger often is due to the ab- 
sence of vegetables in the previous 
meal, especially in the case of chil- 
dren. The habit of cating between 
meals and an unwholesome craving 


_._Sor_more_food_is_never. so, prevalent 


among those who eat plenty of 
vegetable regularly. 

The type of vegetables where this 
greenness fs found is of small con- 
sequence -if the: vegetable is chosen 
for this property alome. Sweet 
green peppers, which are so difficult 
for many persons to digest, are 
nevertheless valuable on their 
colour count. Such vegetables as 
spinach, peas, brussels sprouts, 
asparagus and a host of others that 
are easy to digest are rich in other 
nutrients as well. 

Broccoli, although it's a flower

There are several ways in which 
honey can be used; and honey 
ginger-bread is very popalar with 
children.
